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HISTORY 


We,  the  Class  of  1947,  have  had  the  most  diversified  experiences  of  any  class 
that  has  ever  graduated  from  Harding  High  School.  We  started  out  in  1941  with 
peace  in  these  United  States  of  ours.  We  traveled  through  a  World  War  the  like 
of  which  the  world  has  never  seen  and  are  graduating  in  a  year  of,  we  hope,  peace 
and  prosperity. 

We  entered  the  seventh  grade  small  in  stature  but  high  in  spirits.  Although 
we  came  from  manv  different  schools,  it  wasn't  long  until  we  became  a  united 
group  of  friends.

The  ninth  grade 
was  beginning  to  be  known,  and  quite  a  number  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  bovs 
Were  giving  our  girls  the  grand  rush.  This  was  our  vear  of  ruling  the  Junior  High 
School,  and  we  really  enjoyed  it. 

We  entered  the  tenth  grade  with  Barry  Payne  as  our  leader  and  worked  hard 
to  co-operate  with  the  war  effort  as  much  as  possible  by  selling  war  bonds  and  stamps 
and  by  collecting  paper.  We  had  representatives  on  every  committee,  club,  and 
organization  and  were  beginning  to  be  known  as  the  smartest  class  in  school  with 
many  of  our  classmates  being  inducted  into  the  Senior  Honor  Society. 

The  eleventh  grade  found  us  living  in  a  world  at  peace.  Frank  Roberts  was  again 
elected  president,  and  we  were  ready  to  get  busy.  We  were  proud  of  the  showing  our 
class  made  in  football,  basketball,  and  baseball.  We  had  manv  members  to  attend 
the  music  festival  at  Greensboro,  coming  home  with  our  share  of  honors.  Great  excite- 
ment was  in  the  air  over  the  plans  for  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  which  was 
given  in  the  gymnasium  and  was  so  successful  that  we  mentally  patted  ourselves  on 
the  back  for  our  originality  and  versatility.  The  choosing  of  Junior  Marshals  was 
another  eventful  dav,  but  the  selection  of  class  rings  awakened  us  to  the  fact  that 
we  would  soon  be  seniors. 

Entering  school  as  dignified  seniors,  we  elected  Joe  Church  to  lead  us  through  this 
year  of  our  most  precious  memories.  From  the  opening  dav  until  the  night  of 
graduation  we  seemed  to  be  able  only  to  studv  and  pav  out  money.  First,  we  made 
the  final  payment  on  our  rings,  next  we  ordered  our  cards  and  invitations,  then 
finally  we  were  measured  for  caps  and  gowns.  Our  Senior  Play,  "The  Patsy,"  proved 
a  great  success,  and  we  helped  to  stage  the  first  Student  Council  Congress  Harding 
has  ever  entertained  in  its  twelve  years.
